ARD COBDEN. 


THE. PIONEER OF 
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LIFE OF WORK FOR 
PEACE, | 


—T———— 
(By “J. J. O'D.’’) 
Witt the death of Richard Cobden, on 

S the 2nd April, 1865, there passed 
away the greatest of revolutionaries in 

nomics. He, more than any other man, 
bróught into practical life in England 
thé theory of free interchange of producis 
between country and country. 

€obdén was born on June órd, 1804, on 
a darm near Midhurst. His father, a 
man of gentle disposition, was quite in-' 
capable in matters of business. A fall in 
prices involved him in ruin, but 
relatives came to the rescue of the 
children, and Richard was sent to a 
Yóikshire school. where -he spent five un- 
happy years—‘‘ill-fed, untaught, ill- 
u Be

On his release he became a clerk in an 
unele’s London warehouse, and at twenty- 
one was promoted to the position of 
coimercial traveller—a vocation that 
safisfied his craving to familiarise himself 
wrth men and affairs. His journeys 
previded endless opportunities for the 
exercise of tact, urbanity and readiness 
of speech. In fact, he was unconsciously 
in“training for a statesman. 

Then he began business on his own 
acéount and throve wonderfully, but the 
amassing of wealth was not his ambition. 
He had a passion for accumulating 
information that could be turned to 
practical account. Apart from the 


‘siiattering of knowledge that he acquired 


at™school, he was a self-taught man. For 
laftguages and history he appears to have 
had a special liking. He was steeped in 
the sciences of political economy, and may 
fairly be regarded as the first man to 
translate some of the economic principles 
of -Adam Smith into large, serviceable 
read ities. 

It has been said of Cobden by Professor 
Tlidrold Rogers that “if exact and careful 
knowledge of history constitutes learning, 
Cobden was, during the years of his 
political career, the most learned speaker 
in the House.” Lord Morley says of him 
that “he was the master of a written 
style which in boldness, freedom, correct- 
ness and persuasive moderation was not 
sufpassed by any man then living.’’ 

Cobden visited the Continent of Europe 
extensively, and also visited America. 
In 1835 appeared his pamphlet, ‘‘ Eng- 
Jand, Ireland, and America,’’ followed, 
in-1836, by one on Russia. These were 


‘written before he had taken any serious 


part in politics, but they may be said to 
embody his scientific views on legislation 
and government. Though he was 
essentially a. business man, '“ he never 
ceased’’ (as Morley says) “to be the 
preacher of a philosophy of civilisation.”’ 


FREE TRADE. 


Cobden’s main argument centres upon 
the material and national advantages of 
an unfettered trade—‘‘ freedom to buy in 
the cheapest market and sell in’ the 
dearest.’’ Irrational systems of govern- 
ment, acting on industry, diminished 
wealth and injured the general well- 
being. The well-being of the masses’ was 
a barrier, he contended, against dis- 
content, disorder and_ revolution. As 
soeial happiness and national stability 
depended on the right’ use of economic 
resources, he came to the conclusion, in 
his own words, that “ at certain periods 
in*the history of a nation it becomes 
review the principles of 
domestic policy, for the purpose of 
adapting the government to the changing 
and improving conditions of the people.’’ 

The kernel of his theory of ““non- 
intervention’’ lies in his statement of 
the principle “ that no Government has the 


right to plunge its people into hostilities 


defence of their own national 


, 


except in 
hohour or interests.’ 

At this time England was plunged in 
distress. Paupers and criminals 
abounded, and sullen and idle workmen 
were joining Chartast and Socialist 
organisations. Thoughtful politicians 
wefe canvassing methods for easing the 
situation. Cobden desired to trv the 
experiment of cheap food for the people. 
In his first pamphlet he had asserted 
that the repeal of the Corn Laws was 
absolutely necessary for the welfare of 
the’ State, and he now decided to devote 
his public life to that object. He set 
out on the career which was to make his 
name famous. 

He Jost the Parliamentary election for 
Stockport in 1837 on the question of 
factory legislation. In the next year he 
became the leader of the famous Anti- 
Corn Law League. He won his spurs in 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
where he rallied the waverers and carried 
a motion in favour of petitioning 
Parliament for repeal of the corn duty. 
J!» fully outlined a programme for the 
League, and early in 1273 a long and 
strenuous campaign was begun. 

Writing of this afterwards 
“For five years we 
without stint. Every working 
was almost given up to the 
discussion and to the  movement.’’ 
Manufacturers and merchants were 
Javish in their subscriptions. A staff of 
lecturers set out on an economic mission, 
and every elector in the Kingdom 
received “a budget of tracts.’’ The 
Leayzue was derided; for the Corn Laws 
were thought to be impregnable. The 
middle classes quickly accepted the new 
doctrines, and even the farmers, though 
at first suspicious and unfriendly, 
the patient and powerful 
arguments of the agitator. Yet, feeling 
in the ‘country fluctuated with the 
harvests and the state of the labour 
market. and Parliament required to be 
conquered.

FAMINE IN IRELAND, 


Cobden was returned to Parliament 
for Stockport in 1841, and immediately 
resumed his struggle within the House of 
Commons. For five years he and Jobn 
bright and Charles Villiers stood 
courageously to their task. Sir Robert 
Peel, the Prime Minister, whose views 
had been gradually changing on the 
subject, at last admitted that Cobden’s 
arguments were unanswerable. Then 
came a bad season and the news of a 
potato famine in Treland. Sir Robert 
capitulated, and “the Apostle of Free 
Trade” had won. A measure was 
introduced and passed in 1846 for the 
abolition of the Corn Laws in three 
years. 

“Poverty and broken health were the 
outcome of Cobden’s tireless exertions. 
A welcome testimonial of nearly £80,000 
repaired his fortune, and a prolonged 
holiday tour on the Continent fitted him 
afresh for Parliamentary activities. His 
subsequent condemnation of the Crimean 
War made him for a time unpopular; 
yet in 1859 his old foe, Lord Palmerston, 
offered him a seat in the Cabinet, which 
he declined on the g.ound of his former 
irreconcilable attitude towards — the 
Prime Minister’s foreign policy. How- 
ever, he accepted an appointment as 
Plenipotentiary in ‘negotiating a com- 
mercial treaty with France. 

With wonderful tact and patient 
argument he gained the confidence and 
assent of apoleon III. and his 
Ministers. The treaty was signed, the 
tarjfi settled (1860), and an enormous 
expansion of commerce between the two 
countries ensued. The English centres of 
industry hailed the agreement with 
delight. Eo“ 

In addition to this achievement Comlen 
did the public a valuable service in 


gecuring the abolition of the passport . 
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No other race-meeting cam compare 
with Fairyhouse in its. appeal to the 
popular imagination. 1 motored yester- 
day morning from Dublin to Navan—I 
was not going to the races—and was 
astonished by the evidence which I found 
of this meeting’s popularity. Even at 
that early hour~-I leit Dublin at about 
ten o’clock—the road to Fairyhouse was 
crowded. - 
different kinds of conveyance together. 
There were lordly motor cars, carriages 
and pairs, phetons, dozens of outside 
cars, dozens of pony traps, waggonettes, 
motor lorries, donkey carts, gigs—I often 
have wondered exactly what a “gig” is; 
now I know—vised-vis, victorias, and half 
a score of common or garden “ growlers,’’ 
to say nothing’ of the countless bicycles 
that were carrying enthusiasts to the 
course. Navan was a dead town when we 
arrived there. Everybody had gone, or 
was about to go, to Fairyhouse. All the 
shops were shut—even the public-houses 
were observing the holiday; and when 
my companion and “I announced’ to” a 
friendly local that we were going to walk 
to Slane along the banks of the river he 
apparently thought that we were astrav 
in the head. We must have been the 
only people within a radius of twenty 
miles who were not bound for the famous 
races. 


The Boyne Valley. 


Personally, I was far more interested 
in the lovely valley of the Boyne, which 
can be seen properly. only on foot. From 
Navan to Slane the path lies along the 
bank of the river, and it is one of the 
finest walks I know, Yesterday there 
was a nip in the air and a ruffle on the 
river between Navan and Stackallen 
Bridge, and spring seemed to have been 
delayed on that stretch of the stream. 
Beyond Stackallen, however, everything 
was much further advanced. The syca- 
more trees were. bursting into bloom, 
primroses in thousands coloured the 
banks, and on the Beauparc side of the 
river the lawns were gay with daffodils. 

Half-way between Stackallen and 
Slane we came across a famous 
Dublin surgeon, whipping the river for 
salmon. He was accompanied by an 
expectant ghillie who carried a gaff, and 
was casting his line with an _ expert's 
skill. Apart from him, we did not meet 
a soul on the eight or nine miles between 
Navan and the Bridge of Slane. A brace 
of startled wild duck were disturbed by 
our intrusion, while all along the river 
there was a continuous scurry of water- 
fowl, protesting in agitated alarm ayainst 
our presence. i 

I know of no river that fascinates me 
so much as the Boyne. There is some- 
thing inexorable about its leisured pro- 
gress, and on a day like yesterday, with 
a clouded sky, something sinister. Yet 
on the reaches just above Slane it was (Als 
smooth as a mirror, with the magic of its 
ages in its quiet flow. 


The Strawherry Beds. 


Fairyhouse. 


I had been along the Liffey on Satur- 
day, having walked from Dublin to Lucan 
through the Phoenix Park and past 
Knockmaroon, where the Strawberry Beds 
are alleged to be. I often had heard of 
the Strawberry Beds; but I must confess 
that I did not see any of them on Satur- 
day. I saw hyacinths in full bloom in 
the open. I saw 
crocuses, narcissi, 
daffodils, and all 
sorts of other flowers, 
but there was not a 
trace of a strawberry 
plant, so I have 
arrived at the con 
clusion that the 
famous “ Beds ” are 
a mvth. The Liffey 
is very prettv along 
this road, although 
not nearly so pretty 
as the Boyne. It was 
here that the famous 
“ea” Kast. the 
rowing coach, used to train the Hon. 
Rupert Guinness—now Lord Iveagh— 
when he was preparing for the Diamond 
Sculls, and I often have listened for an 
hour on end to “ Bill’s’’ yarns of jis 
experiences at Knockmaroon. He lives at 
tichmond now, just at the end of the 
tow-path bevond the bridge. The last 
time I saw him he was teaching Prince 
Chichibu of Japan the gentle art of 
sculling, and he still works with the 
Cambridge crew every year. “ Bill,” 
incidentally, is the King’s bargee, and 
one of his functions is to carry the crown 
in the Coronation procession. 


The Wren’s Nest. 


Lorp IVEAGH: 


The Knockmaroon road to Lucan is not 
what it used to be in olden times. Motor 
trafic has adopted the other road, and 
few cars pass along the river’s bank. I 
came across an interesting old inn on the 
road, known as '“The Wren’s Nest.’’ This 
typical old coaching establishment is a 
relic of the eighteenth century. It has 
low, oak rafters, and has suffered very 
little at the hands of the ‘‘.improver.”’ 
Its proprietor told me that the name. 
‘The Wren’s Nest’’ had nothing to do 
with ornithology, but was derived from 
the fact that one of its early owners bore 
the name of Wren. Be that as it may, it 
is quite a picturesque title for an inn, 
and the place itsclf is an interesting 
survival of days that are gone. 


Hawthorn and Magnolia. 


The hawfhorn trees in Merrion 
and the “ Green ” have green 
already. If our unusually early 
Weather continues we may expect 
them in flower by the middle of April. 
The hawthorn shares a legend in common 
with the magnolia. It is regarded in 
Ireland as an unlucky tree when plucked 
and brought into the house. 

The magnolia thrives in Japan, 
growing there in abundance. The 
Japanese consider it unlucky to bring it 
into the house. They take it to signify 
a death. The magnolia lends colour to 
their superstition, as it does not wither 
on the branch like other flowers. It falls 
to the ground as if it were beheaded 
Thus a magnolia blossom may be fresh 
and fair when one goes to bed at night, 
and in the morning the same blossom will 
be found lying on the floor, as if an 
unseen hand had cut it down.

Magnolias in Japanese Gardens. 


I saw a perfect miniature Japanese 
garden recently, with the rarest magnolia 
little 


in the world growing near its 
Stream. Magnolias are usually of a 
waxen white, but this flower grew darker 
and darker as the petals came nearer 
the stem, and the portion bordering the 
stem was prune colgur. 

This ctolimesii London—had a little 
stream of running water, but I believe 
the Japanese come very near the effect 
of a cascade of water in their gardens 
by placing stones in a certain way. They 
use no rea’! water atever.

6d. in Dublin 
were 2s. in Little Puteney street.

Sallynoggin. 


Twenty years ago the little village of 
Sallynoggin, on the outskirts of Kings- 
town, was merely a collection of 
miserable thatched cottages that hardly 
deserved to be called a village, but so 
many improvements have been made in 
the meantime that the place has been 
altered out of all recognition. 

The old thatched cabins have been 
swept away, and their place has been 
taken by several streets of artisan’s 
dwellings, erected by the Kingstown 
Urban District Council, and also a 
colony of ex-servicemens’ cottages built. 
in 1926, by the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ 
Trust. 

A large school was built in 1926 to 
accmmoodate the children, who, until 
then, had to trudge into Kingstown to 
seek their education. 


Ghe Survivor. 


There is still one thatched building 
left in Sallynoggin, and it has the honour 
of being the last thatched house in the 
area covered by the township of Kings- 
town. It is a long one-storeyed shop and 
dwellinghouse, with high-pitched gables, 
the front walls being ceiment-plastered, 
while the rear is, more appropriately, 
whitewashed. 

The roof is at present being rethatched, 
and I waited for a while to watch the 
thatcher laying the swathes of wheaten 
straw which are being put on over the 
obd thatch. 


Light Posts for Motor Traffic. 


The black and white posts that have 
done point duty at Store street and 
Amiens street for some time past have 
now been ‘replaced by two gas Jamps that 
look like river lights in the centre of the 
roadway at two dangerous turns—at the 
junction of Store street and Amiens street 
and opposite the Civic Guard Station in 
Store street, turning into Beresford place 
There is heavy ’bus and other motor traftic 
along this thoroughfare, and there is 
plenty of room for vehicles to pass each 
other. Nevertheless, drivers are inclined, 
unless controlled, to make too wide a 
sweep in turning these corners. Luckily 
there have been no accidents, but whether 
this is due to the skilfulness of drivers or 
sheer good fortune I do not know. One 
of the black and white posts mentioned 
was knocked down one night, and the 
other had its wheel base damaged. I 
hope there would not be any attempt on 
the part of unskilled to steer direct for 
the granite island on which the new road 
lights are fixed. . 


Bottle -necks. 


Many of the fine wide streets of Dublin 
are marred, to modern eyes, by the narrow, 
bottle-necked streets leading out of them. 
Baggot street and Merrion row are a case 
in point. It is an interesting sidelight 
on social conditions in the eighteenth 
century that these streets were thus con- 
trived on purpose. The residents of 
Baggot street wished to keep themselves 
as exclusive as possible, so they cut them- 
selves off from direct communication with 
the city except through what was little 
better than a narrow lane. There is at 
least one historical association connected 
with the houses of Lower Baggot street, 
and that is that No. 128 was once the 
residence of the brothers John and Henry 
Sheares, and Henry was arrested there. 


Lower Baggot Street. 


At last the speculations of the in- 
habitants of Lower Bagyot street are laid 
at rest. Until the Dublin Commis- 
sioners’ announcement of their intention 
to plant trees down the centre of the 
roadway, there had been some discussion 
as to why the two sets of tram-lines were 
not being placed close together in the usual 
way- It is an excellent idea to utilise 
the fine width of Baggot street by making 
it into a leafy boulevard. The benches, 
which the authorities intend to place there 
likewise, are a more doubtful proposition. 
It would not be everybody’s idea of bliss 
to sit precariously with trams clanging 
by on either side, and it might be 
dangerous for children. However, there 
is no doubt that the amenities of this 
busy street will be improved enormously 
when the residents are able to gaze out at 
their own green tree-tops. 


A Curious Coincidence. 


Sir Hubert Wilkins, the 
explorer, whose achievements were re- 
corded in a recent “ Diary,” is involved 
in a very remarkable coincidence. Over 
four centuries ago an ancestor of his, 
Bishop Wilkins, of Chester, conducted ex- 
periments in aviation, and had, moreover, 
yained a considerable reputation as a 
meteorologist. He was persistent in 
recommending expeditions to the Arctic 
Circle to study meteorological conditions 
and to forecast seasonal variations in the 
interests of humanity. In those days, 
however, ways and means were not to 
hand, and enthusiasm for the advancement 
of science was not so general as it is to- 
day, so that it was left to a descendant, 
four hundred years later, to carry out the 
Bishop’s project. Sir Hubert considers 
simultaneous observation at each Pole 
vecessary for complete’ meteorological 
knowledge, and the purpose oí his present 
expedition is to establish observatories in 
the Antarctic Continent. In the Arctic 
he, unfortunately, fovnd no islands on 
which to establish stations, and conse- 
quently he must risk founding them on 
floating ice. Sir Hubert is primarily an 
explorer and a scientist, but the experi- 
ence of flying which he yvained during the 
war has been of incalcuiable value to him 
in his Polar expeditions.

had a very success- 
ful career, spending some years as leader 
of the world-famous La Scala Orchestra 
at the Opera House of Milan. He first 
visited Ireland in 1902, and, as a result 
of his successful series of concerts and 
recitals at the Cork Exhibition, he was 
persuaded to extend his visit, with the 
result that he has remained with us ever 
since.

Signor Grossi, who has been identified 
with many successful musica] events in 
Cork since he first visited the city, is 
well known to broadcast listeners by 
reason of the many fine violin recitals he 
bas given from 2RN.

THE TRAVELLING POST 
OFFICE.

ON THE NIGHT TRIP TO 
SCOTLAND.

F you would spend a night of crowded 
i interest and adventure, you should 
get permission to travel by the down 
night mail special—which has : been 
dubbed the “ most wonderful train in the 
world.” It races northward through the 
darkness from London to distant Scot- 
land, reaping its harvest of mails and dis- 
tributing them to all the points of the 
compass. 

For an hour or more before we start 
on our long northward journey, the train, 
which is drawn up at a side platform at 
Euston Station, has been a hive of 
feverish activity in sorting the tens of 
thousands of letters and parcels that pour 
ceaselessly ia. Still they come. Huge, 
scarlet mail-vans still dash up and dis- 
gorge their freight, one after another, in 
a tumult of ordered confusion. At the 
last moment the last cart dashes up with 
the final load of unsorted letters, followed 
swiftly by a mail-porter with a bagful of 
late-fee letters, and all is ready for the 
start. 

“ All right?” asks the mail officer of 
the inspector in charge of the train; 
“then, right away!’’ The signal is given 
and the long train of a dozen he vy vans 
steams out of the terminus on its night 
flight to the north. With a growing rush 
and roar it speeds through the darkness, 
like a fiery demon. Fifty miles an hour! 
Sixty! Befcre it seems possible, we are 
thundering down on Harrow, where our 
harvest of wayside mails begins. 


THE WAYSIDE HARVEST. 


From the open doorway of one of the 
vans a man leans out, peering ahead in 
the darkness. Suddenly he presses down 
a lever by his side, and a few moments 
later a couple of heavy leather pouches 
are flung in from outside and fall at his 
feet. The working of the lever has pro 
jected from the outside of the van a large 
square-cornered net. Beside the line is 
a standard, or “ gallows,’’ from which 
the local mail-bags hang in such a posi 
tion that the net projectiny from the on- 
rushing train seizes them, sweeps them 
away, and flings them inside the van, to 
be carried northward with us. 

By a similar apparatus attached to the 
outside of the van bags of sorted letters 
to be dropped on the journey are swung 
out and are caught by nets projecting 
from standards by the side of the line. 
Thus, as we race northwards on our 
journey, we are constantly taking in and 
discharging mail-bags—the former to be 
sorted and distributed later; the latter 
to be distributed in the districts in which 
they are dropped. : 

As the train rushes onward at sixty 
miles an hour, the mail-bags hurtle in 
from Watford and Boxmoor, from Tring 
and Leighton Buzzard, and so on 
through the long journey—a single bag 
or a couple of bags here, as many as a 
score there—al] in turn to pass to the 
hands of the busy sorters who are work- 
ing at high pressure and without a 
moment's pause to cope with the 
avalanches of letters and parcels. What 
an amazing scene of dexterous activity 
the sorting-vans present. In a narrow 
gangway the manipulators of the mails 
stand—all men picked from the London 
postal service for their skill and stamina, 
for they must work at top pressure for 
half-a-dozen hours without a rest. 


“ FIGHTING THE CLOCK.” 


In front of them are serried rows of 
pigeon-holes. Behind them rows of 
mail-bags. One after another the bags 
are swiftly opened and emptied on to a 


table ; the letters are picked up and deftly

tossed into one or other of the fifty-four | 
pigeon-holes at a speed which often rises | 


to sixty or seventy a minute—all to br 
replaced, after sorting, in their proper 
bags for distribution at a later stave of 
the journey. Meanwhile, in the parce! 
vans, the work, if less swift, is still more 
strenuous.

Liverpool, and so on—the parcels prs 
swiftly from hand to hand down a long 
chain of men, every one to be placed in 
its proper receptacle. 

Throuzh the long night the fever of 
work rayes while the train runs north 
wards. At Tamworth we take in a small 
mountain of bags from South Wales, the 
West of England and the Fast Midlands 
—more food for the indefatigable sorters. 
At Crewe. our next halt, we disgurge the 
Irish mails and receive a new load of 
letters and parcels from various parts of 
England. Thus we race mnward--to 
Warrington and Wigan, Preston and 
Carnforth, taking in and giving out mails 
as we go. The smell of the sea is now 
in our nostrils, and we rush on towards 
the hills and the moors, with an extra 
engine to make the thirty miles’ climb 
to Shap. Then, at seventy miles an hour, 
we flash down the descent to Carlisle. 
where we arrive almost to the second. 

Here our long and interesting journey 
ends. At Carlisle the train is handed 
over to the Edinburgh T.P.O. staff; and. 
with our wearied sorters who have so wel] 
earned their rest, we seek a few hours’ 
sleep before returning to London—the 
sorters to repeat their nerve-racking 
labours on the up limited mail on the 
same evening.

SPRING CLEANERS AT WORK. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 

If the average housewife can never hear 
the words “ spring cleaning’’ without a 
shudder, what must be the feelings inspired 
by it in the heads of departments in a place 
like the National Museum in Kildare street, 
Dublin? 

Most. women have only to consider the 
thorough cleaning and rng of anything 
from a three-roomed flat to a house with a 
dozen moderate-sized rooms. Moreover, the 
said rooms are such as can be kept in 4 
fairly clean condition all the year round, and 
the yearly manceuvres with pail and sweep- 
ing brush are chiefly in the nature of a kind 
of hereditary libation to the household gods. 

In the case of our Maseum, the present 
upheaval is another matter altogether. The 
Central Court, which at present is a forest of 
ladders and scaffolding, with an undergrowth 
of paint-pots and cleaning apparatus, operated 
by what looks like a small army of workmen, 
has not had such an overhauling for the last 
twenty years. i 

About six years ago the Board of Works, 
on whom the care of the fabric of the building 
devolves, turned loose a cleaning squad of 
thirty-five men on the job. Imagine, ladies, 
you who cannot leave your houses while the 
vearly cleaning is proceeding, for fear that 
some of your personal treasures may meet 
with misfortune at the hands of an unlettered 
charwoman, what it must mean to have the 
treasures of the nation in your care, and to 
watch daily a gang of heavy-handed men 
rampaging amongst them! Not that any 
catastrophe is in the least likely to. occur, 
bat in a woman’s eyes it seems rather like 
putting a lot of men in charge of a creche. 
True, the cradles—cases, 1 mean, of course— 
are all safely closed, and the principal part 
of the work going on is such as the most 
advanced of women does not crave for— 
cleaning and painting walls and ceilings and 
pillars from giddy perches on tops of ladders 
and from scaffolding.

Organisation, which was held 
vesterday at 25 Parnell square, Dublin, a 
resolution was passed requesting the Free 
State Education Department to establish a 
special course In Gaelic literature, including 
nature study and Gaelic culture, including 
drama and local history. | 

It was agreed that there was a demand for 
voluntary adult education sufficient to justify 
ihe levying of a permanent rate for that 
purpose. sf ‘ 

Tadhg Saor (O'Shea) delivered a lecture on 
Bird Life, in the course of which he said 
that there was a fund of folk-lore connected 
with bird life. He mentioned the plover and 
the hawk in particular. If the plover were 
more abundant in Ireland than it was at

_ present, there would be, he said, less of the 


disease called ‘‘ fluke” among cattle. As to 
‘he value of the hawk, he claimed that that 
hird to a large extent saved the country 
from a plague of mice. 

Daniel Cfobhan (Cork), Andrew Moynihan 
(Kerry), Seamus Tallon (Dublin), Patrick 
Mulkerran, Seamus na Bréige, and others 
participated in the debate which followed. 

' Tt was agreed that the organisation should 
publish an annual literary journal. 

LANGUAGE AND NATIONALITY. 

Mr. Seamus O Grianna (‘‘ Maire ’’), in the 
course of an address in Irish, said that there 
were people who in days gone by mistook 
the pleasure they derived from leading gram- 
matical forms in Irish for nationality. There 
were people of that sort to be found still. 
The Gaels of Belfast saw clearly that those 
who were in authority were frankly opposed 
to Irish and that the fight for the language 
and fór nationality was to go hand in hand. 
They were told that it was not good to bring 
politics into the Gaelic League. It was 
politics now to make any reference to the 
state of Trish in the schools or in any institu- 
tion under the control of the Government. 
They were told that the schools would save 
the language, but he did not believe that. 
He had listened to a pupil reading a book in 
a school and he could not understand one 
word of what was read. 

Outside the Gaeltacht and a few schools in 
Dublin and other districts the language was 
not being taught. as a living language, and 
it would die if it were left altogether to the 
schools. He did not blame the teachers ; but it 
was against nature to think that Irish could be 
put in its proper place by the fact that 
a tecaher had spent six weeks learning the 
first book of O’Growney, Some time ago 
there were persons who seemed ready to 
fight hog, dog or devil in advocacy of 
the Irish language, but now these people 
were silent because they were civil servants. 

As to the work done in the schools, he 
said they should go back to the period 
before the Treaty giving freedom to win 
freedom, and teach the history of the past. 

THE NATIONAL TEACHERS. 

Mr. 8. OhAonghusa proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer. He agreed with the 
lecturer as to the need for the spirit of 
nationality in the language movement; but 
he thought they should give credit to the 
national teachers who had learned the lan- 
guage and who taught it in their schools 
What were they to do with the schools? 
Should they close the schools altogether for 
a couple of years and spend these years 1n 
teaching Irish to the children? He would 
like answers to these questions 

Mr. P. O Maolciarain, seconding, paid a 
tribute to the manner in which the lecturer 
had presented the case for the language and 
nationality.

EXECUTIVE’S REPORT. 


- 


LABOUR ON LOCAL BOARDS. 


The report of the Executive Committee 
stated :—‘‘ Evidence is accumulating that 
Labour is a growing force in the Provine. 
We secure results and gain publicity for our 
proposals altogether out of proportion to our 
representation on the various public boards. 
In Derry City Council our represeritation .s 
creeping upwards to the twenty mark. In 
Newry we hold the balance of power. In 
Belfast we have two Aldermen and four 
Councillors, whilst throughout the Six 
Counties there are isolated Rural District 
Councillors fighting a valiant forlorn hope. 
In Newtownards Urban District Council we 
have four members, and two more on the 
Rural District Council and Guardians. On 
the Belfast Guardians our two representatives 
have waged a bitter and unceasing struggle 
against the reactionaries, and here again 
Labour has secured results greatly out of 
proportion to their numbers. 

““Slowly but surely the scattered threads 
are being gathered together in Nerthern 
Ireland, and the political struggles shortly to 
be launched may well see an organised party 
strong enough to challenge every other group 
in the State. The certainty of a Labour 
Government in Britain will give a fillip to 
our membership. The holding of the British 
Trade Union Congress in Belfast in Septem- 
ber will strengthen cur hand, and all that we 
now require to make our ambitions a reality 
is the unswerving loyalty and devotion of a 
vigorous rank and file.” 

CHAIR?‘A!:’S ADDRESS. 

The Chairman, in the course of his address, 
said that the efforts made by the Tory Party 
through the Trades Union Act to cripple the 
collection of Labour Party funds had not vet 
had any serious effect on their finances. He 
was hopeful that the elections for the Imperta] 
Parliament would result in the British Labour 
Party becoming the Government of the day, 
and that one of the first results would be the 
repeal of this piece of reactionary legislation. 

Last August, on the invitation of the 
Executive, the Irish Labour Party and Trades 
Union Congress held its annual conference in 
Belfast, with, he believed, good results in 
the cementing of good-fellowship and a 
friendlier understending between the workers 
of the North and South. Next September, 
on the invitation of the Belfast Trades 
Council, the British Trade Union Congress, 
after an absence of thirty-six years, meets 
in Belfast, and he was looking forward to an 
interesting Congress, and a rg reg in- 
crease im activities in both the Labour and 
trade umon movements. ‘Their public repre- 
sentatives continued to give good service to 
the community—those on the Boards ot 
Guardians constantly press for adequate relief 
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nominating a candidate for one seat, leaving 
the other seat free for the Nationalists, who 
were refraining from opposing the Unionists, 
proving that, m his opinion, there was abso- 
lute agreement between these people. 

The whole thing was a deliberate attempt 
to perpetuate for all time religious bigotry 
between the people of Northern Ireland. It 
was really a blow at Labour, and they should 
seek the assistance of the British Labour 
Party. á 
A MATTER FOR THE ELECTORS. 

Mr. W. M‘Mallan, M.P., said that he 
agreed with the major portion of the reso u- 
tion. The Government had not carried out 
their re-distribution scheme in accordance 
with the 1920 Act. Personally, he could not 
get enthusiastic about a resolution which 
called upon the British Government to inter- 
fere in their local matters. He would prefer 
to see the onus placed upon the voters of the 
Six Counties, who should be asked to show 
that disapproval at the coming elections. 
The scheme sought to perpetuate the religious 
differences and bigotry which existed in 
Northern Ireland in the past. 

Mr. Bateman, in reply, said that he saw 
no danger whatever in the Northern Ireland 
Labour Party calling upon their British 
comrades, as part of the international Labour 
movement, to assist them in this matter. The 
British Labour Party could do much to rid 
Northern Ireland not only of this jerry- 
mandering bill, but also rid Northern Ireland 
of the Craigavon Government. 

The resolution was adopted. 


AMALGAMATION OF RAILWAYS. 

On behalf of the Belfast No. 3 Branch, 
National Union of Railwaymen, Mr. W. G. 
Donaldson proposed that the Government of 
Northern Ireland be requested to carry out 
the Prime Minister’s pledge at Belleek in 
1923, and his subsequent statements in the 
House of Commons relative to the amalgama- 
tion of railways in Northern Ireland. 

He said they . wanted the railways in 
Northern Jreland operated in the same way as 
those in Great Britain and the Free State. 
Jt had been proved beyond doubt that the 
amalgamation of railways had been justified 
by the benefits conferred upon the railway 
workers and the travelling public. 

Mr. R.: A. Boyd (Transport and General 
Workers’ Union) seconded the motion. 

An amendment by the A. 8. W. Labour 
group was moved by Mr. C. Coldwell, to the 
effect ‘‘ That, in our opinion, the time has 
arrived when the Government of Northern 
Ireland should take over control of the rail- 
wavs and alli public transport in Northern 
Treland, and operate same ona national 
basis.” 

He said that the railways would soon 
amalgamate if the directors found it beneficial 


j to do so. 


Mr. W. M‘Mechan, A.S.W., seconded the 
amendment, which was supported by Mr. W 
M‘Mullan, M P., Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, who said that he corsidered 


a 


that the Labour Party should continue to_ 


insist upon nationalisation, which was their 
declared policy. 

Several delegates pointed out that it would 
not be possible to have nationalisation carried 
out under existing conditions, but amalgama. 
tion would facilitate suhsequent nationalisa- 
tion.

GAELIC LEAGUE AND POLITICS. 
Mr. M. OMaolain said that in the old 
days exception was taken to politics in the 
Gaelic League. The name of Michael 
O'Dwyer was politics then. There were

then also. He had no connection with such 
people, but he had with the ordinary people, 
and he knew the feelings of these people 
then and now.

OFFICIAL IRISH. 

Referring to the official Irish outside the

As me:nbers of a party whose fundamental 
principles are based upon the common owner- 
ship of the means of life, we think it un- 
desirable that a host of small property 
owners should be made by selling the houses, 
And, moreover, we think there is not a de- 
mand for ownership on the part of the 
workers generally. What is wanted ry 
security of tenure, and that can best Bb 
ussured to them by the method proposed. 

AN EXAMPLE. 

‘That rents be determined on the hasis 
of an agreed percentage (say, 10 per cent.) 
of family or household income. This per- 
centage and the following table is meant for 
an example, not a definite proposal :—

“The principle we desire to establish by 
this proposal is certainly a new one in the 
matter of housing, and could only be given 
effect to under such a scheme as is here pro- 
posed. But precedent can, be found for the 
principle in the method of assessing incame 
tax, and the deductions allowed thereon on 
account of obligations toward dependent rela- 
tives. 

“The principle is also similar in its pur- 
pose to the British Labour Party’s proposals 
for family allowances. Inability to pay rent 
ought not to deprive any human being of a 
home, and we think that where the family 
income falls below a certain figure (which 
need not now be named) payment of rent 
should be excused. 

A CENTRAL HOUSING AUTHORITY, 

'“A housing commission, responsible to 
the Government, be set up, consisting of an 
equal number of representatives of local 
authorities and members of trade unions 
engaged in the industry, to deal with matters 
relating to housing generally. We think 
that, for purposes of efficiency and economy, 
and to eliminate the evils attendant upon 
building by private contract for local authori- 
ties, it is necessary that a central housing 
authority should be established, and the 
housing of the people made a State service. 
By this means the needs of the various 
localities could be ascertained and dealt with 
in the order of their urgency, and an intelli- 
gent and ordered progress made toward the 
development of garden cities and the clear- 
ance of congested areas.”’ 

HOUSING—A STATE SERVICE 

During the discussion of the report it was 
suggested by several delegates that the supply 
of houses should be a State service, and one 
delegate declared that workers should not 
own their own houses. 

Mr. Bateman (Derry) said that they could 
not afford, as a Labour Party, to let it go 
out that they were opposed to the ownership 
of a house by a private individual. If they 
wanted to give the opponents of Socialism a 
really good argument, they could not do 
hetter than make an assertion of that kind. 
He was of th®=eninion that a house was as 
much a personal matter as a suit. of clothes 

Mr. Ellis declared that the purchase of a 
house had certain detrimenta) featurcs from 
the point of view of the working class. It 
tied a worker up by a kind of obligation for a 
period of twenty years. That largely fixed 
his location, and made him look with greater 
timidity on wage struggles and kindred 
movements, aud-reduced his militancy :n the 
working-class movement. He did not object 
io a man having a motor car, but | alieved 
that a great social service like the provision 
of houses should be a State service. 

The housing subsidies were first introduced 
to enable houses to be let at a cheap rent to 
workers, but were now being used by specu- 
lators to build a poor type of house, which 
they sold to the workers at a big profit. 

Mr. William McMullan, M.P., said that the 
difficulty that they were faced with at present 
was ah acute housing shoriage, and the 
Government was concerned, apparently, with 
meeting that shortage.

This attitude on the part of the 
German authorities saved the Allies much 
trouble; for there is little doubt that the 
British troops would. have been removed 
from: the Rhineland long ago but for Herr 
Stresemann’s plea, and that considerable 
unpleasantness might have arisen between 
London and Paris. Now, it appears, the 
German Government is about.to change its 
tactics. When the matter is raised again 
Herr Stresemann will encourage the suy- 
gestion of partial withdrawal and will 
invite the British Government to recall its 
men, even if the French are unwilling to 
follow suit. Germany’s object, it seems, 
is to drive a wedge between Britain and 
France, and, unless the Allied statesmen 
are careful, she inay succeed. There is no 
point in the pretence that Britain and 
France have the same policy as regards 
Germany. The French attitude is 
dictated entirely by the desire of the 
military authorities to have a frontier on 
the Rhine; Britain’s attitude is dictated 
mainly by economic considerations. There 
is no reason in the world why the two 
Allies should not. agree te differ in this 
matter. Each can respect, and ought to 
respect, the other’s point of view. If Sir 
Austen Chamberlain and M. Briand ap- 
proach the problem of the Rhineland with 
a clear understanding of their differences, 
all. will be well.

A Centenary. 


The omnibus in, these islands is just 
one hundred years old. Paris invented it, 
and it was brought to London by Mr. 
George Shillibeer in days when the stage- 
coach and the lumbering hackney-coach 
were the only public vehicles on English 
roads. Compared with the hackney-cvach, 
the first British omnibus was comfortable, 
swift and cheap; and Mr. Shillibeer’s 
enterprise had a good start. He persuaded 
two of his friends, who had lived in Paris, 
to act as conductors. They were hand- 
some young men; women passengers were 
attracted in large numbers, and the 
omnibuses were full at all hours of the 
day. Unfortunately, the: volunteer con- 
ductors could not be permanent, and Mr. 
Shillibeer’s troubles began when he was 
forced to employ paid men. In _ thuse 
days there were no tickets or bell-punches. 
The hirelings robbed him ruthlessly, and 
to this difficulty was added the heavy 
and unscrupulous competition of the coach 
proprietors. Mr. Shillibeer lost heart, 
and finally established himself as 
undertaker—a trade which owes much to 
the modern motor omnibus, with its 
peremptory recognition of " only 
classes—the quick and the dead. 
curious history of words it is not always 
the fittest that survive. London's first 
omnibus was known popularly as a 
“ Shillibeer.”” If the venture had thriven, 
that quite euphonious name might have 
persisted ; and to-day Dublin’s citizens 
might have been hailing “Shillibeers’’ on 
the Dalkey road. We have preferred, how- 
ever, to retain “omnibus’’—the origin@! 
title in Paris—in spite of its ugly and 
awkward plural, ‘ Omnibuses’’ can be 
defended solely on the ground that it is 
better than ‘‘ omnibi.”’

Fruits of Bolshevism. 


Russia's homeless children are among 
the ‘most hideous fruits of her Bolshevist 
régime. At the end of. 1924, by the 
testimony of Lenin’s widow, 7,000,000 
children were registered as waifs, and 
only 800,000 of thése were in the State 
homes. The others wandered, in miser- 
able hordes, about the countryside or 
lived in the cities, as ownerless cats live 
in Dublin. According to a writer in 
The Times, who cites Russian evidence, 
these conditions have improved hardly, if 
at all, during the last four years. A year 
ago the Isvestia said that the waifs were 
still “a mass phenomenon’’; and a

The mark would be fixed to the 
holder containing the potatoes, which 
would be listed under three grades— 
special, standard and medium, according 
to size. The system is already An opera- 
tion in Lincolnshire among potato-growers, 
and the potatoes are graded even more 
closely than would be required under a 
marking scheme. It is proposad also that 
potatoes shall be packed in stnall card 
board containers of about twelve pounds 
in weight, so that a customer may buy the 
best and rest assured that he has them.

According ‘to his account, General Escobar drew the Federals 
into an ambush, which he had arranged when he evacuated.

The right. of every officer and man in 
the. Royal Navy-to place complaints before 
his superior officer and to appeal to the 
Admiralty as a fina] resort, if unsatisfied, 
is laid down by revised’ regulations just 
issued by. the Admiralty. . g Wear 

The new regulations are, substituted 
for the existing ones dealing with com- 
plaints, letters of complaint and remarks 
or criticism of superiors... They . haye 
apparently been drawn up. to prevent a 
recurrence of the incidents which 
ocurred on the Royal Oak, culminating 
in the courtsmartial of last year. 


THE NEW RULES. : 
The preamble of the new Order sum- 
marises its object as follows :— 


“HH any officer, petty. officer, von- 
‘commissioned’ officer or mari thinks he is 
suffering any personal oppression, injus- 
tice or other ill-treatment, or that he 
has been treated unjustly in any way, 
lie may, after due consideration, make 
complaints in accordance with the follow- 
ing rules; and any other method of 
seeking redress from superior authority 
is forbidden.”’ ° 


According to the regulations,. a flag 


in writing to his immediate superior; an 
Officer serving under the command of á 
captain- of a ship is to make his com- 
plaint direct to the captain, “in accord- 
ance with the service custom, whereby 
he is to make an oral request to see the 
captain for that purpose.”’ 

Petty officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men must make their request to see 
the captain for the purpose of lodging’a 
complaint to the executive officer through 
their divisional oflicers. 


. WNO.JOINT COMPLAINTS. 
_ The Order provides: that, in the case of 
junior officers and all lower ranks, the 
captain must detail the divisional officer, 
or another officer, to advise and assist 
them as to the statement of their case. 

Complaints are to be confined to the 
Statement of the facts complained of and 
to the alleged consequences to the com- 
plainant himself..- es U: 

Joint complaints by two or more persons 
are not allowed, and the order lays it down 
as ‘‘an offence -against good order and 
naval discipline,’ to make a complaint, 
either oral ‘or written, which includes a 
statement of fact, whieh is untrue, to the 
knowledge of the complainant, or to make 
complaints, in terms, which comprise 
comments thdt are disrespectful, or sub- 
versive of discipline, except in so far as 
such comments are. necessary for an 
adequate statement of the facts. 

“lí the captain,’* the order states. 
' refuses, or be unable to remedy a com- 
plaint so made, the complainant may 
respectfully ask that he may be allowed to 
make his complaint in writing.’’ 


CAN APPEAL TO ADMIRALTY, 

On receiving this request the captain is 
to give the complainant twenty-four hours 
to reconsider the matter..The complainant, 
while still having the assistance of the 
officer previously referred to, may then 
address his complaint to the captain in 
wrifony. 

The captain is then to forward it to his 
next superior officer, with lis remarks upon 
it. Jf a complainant is not satisfied with 
the, decision given, he may request that 
his complaint be forwarded to the next 
superior authority, and so on to the 
Commander-in-Chief, and finally to the 
Admiralty, and all such requests shall be 
complied with. 


NO PENALTY FOR APPEAL. 


A complainant is only justified “in 
appealing direct to the superior authority 
when the authority to whom such request 
is made has neglected or refused the 
complaint. 

‘‘ No officer, petty officer, or man shall 
be penalised for having made a complaint 
in accordance with these rules,” the order 
states. 

The order adds: ‘‘ No officer or other 
person shall make remarks, or base 
criticisms, on the conduct of his superiors 
which may. tend to bring them into 
coig2mpt, and no officer shall say or do 
anything which, if heard, or seen by, or 
reported to. those under him might dis- 
courage them, or render them dissatisfied 
with their condition, or with the service on 
which they are or may be employed.”’

WHAT THE NEW PRICE MEANS. 


To beet-growers the advance made by 
the Sugar Company from 44s. to 46s. per 
ton will amount to a sum of £13,000, 
which, on the ten thousand acres required 
for next season's beet crop, is slightly 
over £1 per acre, sufficient.in some cases 
to pay rent and rates on the acre. 

Last season there were 6,500 growers 
scattered over ‘the ten beet-growing 
counties, and 93 per céit. of these are 
members of. the. Assueiation, which not 
only looks after their interests as regards 
price, “but: also checks every process 
through which the roots go at the factory. 
This prevents mistakes in weights «and 
sugar percetitages, which are apt to cause 
unpleasantness between the factory and 
the grower, and encoufages growers . to 
look forward’ with confidence to the result 
of their labours at the end of the season. 


. FAITH IN ORGANISATION. 


The dispute; now happily ended, was 
an unexpected trial of strength, in which 
the Growers’ Association has made a very 
creditable stand. It affords an indication 
that the beet-growers believe in: their 
organisation and cclileetive bargairfing, 
for they Jcft the whole matter in the 
hands “of. a> special committee, which 
worked hard.

This will give a chance to smaller 
farmers, who imagine that they are being 
kept out of the business by the big 
growers.

THE CITY SEEN AT ITS 
BEST.

rae ee ROME, Monday. 


Easter festivities this year of unusual interest 
and solemnity. The radiant spring weather 
did not this time give place to the wind and 
rain which the Romans: have now learned to 
expect; on Easter Sanday, and the thousands 
uf visitors, most of them Catholic pilgrims, 
who had been arriving all last week, have 
seen Rome at her very best. 

The gaiety of earth and sky has been in 
perfect harmony with the feelings of joy and 
thankfulness provoked by the advent of the 
first Easter since the reconciliation between 
the Church and the Italian Government. 

All the churches: were unusually crowded 
yesterday, and happy family gatherings 
were seen attending Mass before going home 
for the elaborate Easter dinner, which must 
include the traditional eggs and lamb. The 
largest crowds were to be found in the 
Piazza Di San Pietro and in St. Peter s itself, 
where some thousands of people, of all 
countries and tongues, attended Solemn High 
Mass. The scene outside was unusually gay, 
and the flower-sellers near the sparkling 
fountains in the middle of the Piazza did a 
brisk trade. “é; 

This note of colour and. gaiety was still 
more marked in the Vatican itself. The 
Pontifical soldiers were in full-dress uniform, 
and the multi-coloured flag of the Swiss 
(iuards had been hoisted near the bronze 
door, Only very few persons, in addition to 
Prince te i Princess Lonyay and the inem:- 
bers of the Diplomatic Corps accredited to 
the Vatican, bad been invited to attend the 
Mass celebrated Aí the Pope himself in the 
Sistine Chapel. e new Papal throne, with 
its three stools for the Cardinals in attend- 
ance, presented by the Roman Catholics of 
Rome in celebration of His Holiness’s jubilee 
year, had been put into position for the first 
time, while the canopy had been arranged 
in such a way as not to lean on the wall on 
which is painted Michael Angelo’s famous 
Last Judgment. 

The Holy Father granted no audiences yes- 
terday, but a large crowd had gathered in 
the Cortile Di San Damaso in order to hear 
the concert given by the band of the Palatine 
Guards. At the close of the programme the 
band formed a procession, playing the Ponti- 
fical hymn, while the event was recorded by 
representatives of a movietone company.

PROBLEM OF AUTONOMY IN 
THE PROVINCES.

The tentative conclusions reached at vester- 
dsy's sittings of the Provincial Committees, 
which are working with the Simon Commis- 
sien, were again discussed -afresh. this after 
noon. The discussion brought into the open 
seme acute differences of opinion which exist 


mong these committees over the proposals for 


iulroducing autonomy in the provinces. 

The chairman of the committees from Bihar 
and Orissa, Bengal and Assam, on behalf of 
their colleagues, strongly advocated the intro- 
duction of ‘provincial autonomy, without the 
transfer of the responsibility for maintaining 
law’ and order to ele¢ted Ministers. “The 
Hindu members from the Punjab seemed to 
be none too anxious to intreduce provincial 
aultonomy.. The members of the committee 
fvom Madras, however, taking their stand on 
the memorandum from the Government of 
Madras, which is regarded by the other pro- 
vincial committees as unbalanced, put in an 
uncompromising demand for provincial auto- 
nomy, with complete transfer of the responsi- 
bility for maintaining law and order, but it 
is extremely improbable that the four other 
committees will press this Madrasi demand. 

‘these fundamental differences are being djs- 
cussed by all those interested in the solution 
of this problem. It is generally held that the 
members of the Government of India in their 
cross-examination by the Simon Commission 
ard the Indian Central Committee have 
shown that the only possible solution is to 
introduce responsible government in the pro- 
vinces in such a manner that the Central 
Government is not weakened, and speculation 
is rife whether or not this opinion “will finally 
predominate in the joint free conference 
which will begin to-murrow.

FACING THE FUTURE WITH

The Times, in a leading article, says :— 
M. Poincaré and the Government which the 
action of the Radical Congress of Angers and 
the resignation of his four Radical colleagues 
forced: him to reconstruct in November have 
come triumphantly out’ of the arduous and 
troubled session which ended on Saturday. 
The unbroken series of defeats which they 
have inflicted upon the Radical and Socialist 
Radical adherents uf M. Daladier and upon 
his Socialist confederates in the new Cartel, 
on ground carefully and skilfully chosen by 
the Cartellists, have greatly increased their 
prestige, and, therefore, their authority in 
the Chamber. They have been supported

Piatakov, Acting President of the State 
Bank, says that out of the 340,000,000 
roubles which it: had been arranged last 
October were to be allotted in credits to 
Russian industry up to September, 1929, 
only 100,000,000 ave available at present, 
which makes it impossible to carry out 
the financial programme for the year. 

Piatakov says that the receipts bud ted 
for have failed to materialise, an the 
reserves of the Finance Commissariat have 
correspondingly shrunk, while too much 
money is in circulation, and there is 
danger of inflation, because the Govern- 
ment has failed to take any steps to reduce 
the currency in circulation. 

At the same time there are reports that 
owing to commercial difficulties a great 
number of traders have ceased business In 
Leningrad, and that about five hundred 
shops have closed down.

According to trustworthy information, 
the only reason that the War Office has not 
already ordered a move into Afghanistan 
to prevent further incursions is the belief 
that Kabul is soon to fall into 
Amanullah’s hands, thus once more pro- 
viding a central authority in Afghanistan. 

However, a larger Persian force is 
moving eastward, and, should Amanullah 
fail, the country will be invaded, with 
results probably fatal to all other claims 
to the Afghan throne. © 

In the event of Persian forces crossin 
the borders, it is believed that Persia wil 
definitely occupy the coveted Herat 
province. It is believed that Moscow will 
wink at this move and may even help 
indirectly, preferring Persia's rule to that 
of Bacha Sakao. 


THE BELGIAN MINING 
DISASTER. 


QUEEN VISITS STRICKEN 
SCENE, 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS, Monday. 

Queen Elizabeth left Brussels this 
morning for Hasselt, in the Province of 
Limberg, where she visited the scene of 
the mining disaster yesterday, in which 
twenty-four men were killed and many 
injured. 
The Queen went to the hospital, and 
stopped at the bedside of many of the 
injured miners, asking after their condi- 
tion and cheering them. . 
The fire is still fiercely raging in the 
stricken mine. All the galleries between 
the 600 and 700 metres levels are in 
flames. The timber supports rapidly 
caught fire, causing fresh ialls. 
One party of rescue workers was struck 
by a iall of rock through the timber 
catching fire, and two of the men were 
killed. All the entrances of the 700 
metres level have now been stopped up 
in the hope of damming the flames, 
The Queen visited al) parts of the 
colliery above ground, and saw the build- 
ing where the bodies of the victims had 
been placed. Her Majesty addressed en- 
couraging words to the brave rescue 
workers, who have toiled without inter- 
mission for over twenty-four hours. 
In view of the magnitude of the 
disaster, the Queen decided to stay all 
the evening in the neighbourhod. Her 
Majesty made a tour of the working-class 
district, going into the dwellings of the 
victims, offering words of comiort, and 
tenderly embracing the little. orphans, 
who hung on to Her Majesty's cloak, 
crying bitterly. The Queen is expected 
back here at 11 p.m. 
Before leaving Hasselt Her Majesty 
telephoned to the gardener at the Palace 
of Laeken to send a quantity of natural 
flowers for the funeral of the victims to- 
morrow. 


JURY CENSURE AIRMAN. 


GIRL’S DEATH IN CAR SMASH. 
Flight-Lieutenant Worsley, the winner of 
the Schneider Trophy, was censured for 
driving too fast in a motor car by the jury 
at an ilquest at Langworth yesterday. The 
juquest concerned the death of Miss Eleanor 
Mary brown, aged 24, of Bassinguam, Lincs., 
who was killed in an accident on Saturday. 
llight-Lieutenant Worsiey, who is stationed 
at Waddington Aerodrome, near Lincoln, 
stated that he teok Miss Brown for a drive, 
and while trying to avoid a motor cyclist, 
who turned suddenly across the road without 
giving a signal, ..€ ran into a tractor, and 
the girl was flung out. He said that he had 
been travelling at 45 miles an hour, but had 
slowed down to 16. 

The motor cyclist, John Aldred, of Kearsley, 
Bolton, said that he looked round, but saw 
no vehicle coming, and that he did not hold 
out his hand. 

James Wilkinson, the driver of the tractor, 
said he thought that if the girl had not be- 
come frightened, and tried to jump out of 
the car, she would not have been killed. A 
verdict of “ Death from injuries accidentally 
received '” was returned. 

The jury said that they were of the opinion 
that the driver of the motor cycle and the 
driver of the car were both deserving of cen- 
sure—the first for not giving a signal and 
the second for driving so fast.

| WASHINGTON, Monday. 
Official figures compiled by the United 
States Government's own experts indicate 
that the chief result of the expenditure of 
more than 300,000,000 (260,000,000) to 
make prohibition effective has been to 
turn the country into a nation of home 
brewers, distillers and wine-makers. 
Virtually every chain store, deli-. 
catessen, corner ry and hardware* 
store in the land: ie selling both the raw 
materials and the accessories used in the 
new national industry, and prohibition 
enforcement chiefs candidly admit that 
the situation is almost beyond control. 


NATION OF HOME DISTILLERS. 


A survey of the figures discloses the 
following facts:—_ 
1—The production of corn sugar, 


although its legitimate uses strictly are 
limited by law, has inc ninefold in 
nine years, and, according to Prohibition 
Commissioner J. M. Doran, 95 per cent. 
of the whiskey now consumed in the 
United States is made from this sugar. 

2—In two.years, [rom 1925 to 1927, the 
wholesale sales of malt syrups and 
extracts used by home brewers jumped 
from $19,493,430 to $30,343,471, and, to 
meet this increased demand, the produc- 
tion of bottle caps mounted from slightly 
more than 50,000,000 gross in 1924 to 
more than 76,000,000 gross in 1927. 

3—The production of grapes, stimulated 
almost entirely, it is asserted, by the 
demand of home: wine-makers, increased 
from 1,561,000 tons in 1919 to 2,656,076 
last year. i 

THE WINE-BIBBERS’ BULLETIN. 

Accurate totals of the number and 
value of the huge quantities of bottle- 
capping devices, bottles, household wine 
presses and distilling apparatus sold on 
every hand throughout the country are 
not available. 

One of the anomalies of the situation 
bearing directly on the tremendous in- 
crease in the production of grapes is that, 
while Federal prohibition enforcement 
agencies are spending upwards oí 
£10,000,000 a year, another Government 
department is indirectly, but none the 
less certainly, encouraging widespread 
violation of the law. One of the most 
popular of the many pamphlets issued 
hy the Department of Agriculture is its | 
‘Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1075,” describing 
in minute detail for the householder 
methods of making high-powered grape 


wines, 
FARCICAL SITUATION. 

Legitimate commercial grape juice- 
makers, whose product is so labelled that 
a wise scoffer at the law may know how 
much alcohol ‘to add to obtain a pre- 
Volstead beverage, are hunted down and 
prosecuted for violating the law, but 
hundreds of thousands of “ Bulletin 
1075 ' are being scattered through the 
country with the sanction of the same 
law officers. 
Profusely illustrated with pictures of 
the preferred styles--of presses, bottles, 
filtering devices and capping machines, 
“ Bulletin 1075,” entitled “ Unfermented 
grape juice, how to make it in the 
home,” takes the kitchen wine-maker 
through the various steps from the selec- 
tion of desirable grapes to the bottling of 


the juice. 

EVERY ASSISTANCE. 
The bulletin, which is mailed under a 
Government ‘frank’? to any applicant, 
adds: ‘‘ Fermentation in the case of grape 
juice and other fruit juices is due to the 
vrowth of the Jiquid of yeasts, or moulds, 
which are present in the air and upon 
the surface of the fruit in the form of 
spores. When the grapes are crushed and 
pressed these reproductive bodies are 
carried into the juice, where they begin 
to multiply with a rapidity which is 
dependent upon the temperature at which 
the liquid is kept.” , 
One who“desires a high-powered blended 
vintage need read no further, although the 
section does go on to outline methods of | 
halting fermentation by pasteurisation. 


HELPLESS PROHIBITIONISTS. 
“Well, what of it?’ asked Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran after he had been 
shown a copy of the bulletin. ‘‘ There is 
nothing we can do about it as long as the 
product is called ‘fruit juice’ instead of 
wine. The law specifically exempts the 
manufacture of fruit juices in the home, 
and does not even limit their alcoholic 
content to one-half of one per cent., but 
simply says the juices must not be intoxi- 
cating in fact. The decision as to whether 
the juices are intoxicating in fact must 
be left to a jury, and under such circum. 
stances there is little to be done about 
it. ' 
Doran made no secret of the fact 
that corn sugar, malt syrup and the sale 
of home distilling and brewing apparatus 
are the major problems of prohibition 
enforcement to-day. 


“ CARELESSNESS ” IN 
THE POST OFFICE. 


— 


INSTANCES OF THE OFFICIAL 
VIEW. 


Amusing instances of the official view of 
what constituted carelessness were cited by 
Mr, Jolin Tielding, General Secretary, at 
the National Federation of Sub-Postmasters’ 
Conference at Birmingham yesterday. 

The Department, he said,: undertook to re- 
lieve the losses of sub-postmasters who took 
reasonable precautions. Negligence was, how- 
ever, alleged in the case of snatching postal 
orders on the ground that a sub-postmistress 
did not hold them far enough away. In an 
other case a man entered an office and said 
that a boy was interfering with the window 
outside. When the postmaster went outside 
to inquire the man stole the money. 

There is also gross carelessness sometimes 
he said. I know of a postmaster who locked 
up his office and Jeft a man in the telephone 
call box. 

Mr, Fielding added that the Department 
should not be sole arbiters on what was care- 
lessness, 

in his Presidential address, Mr. A. St. Clair 
White, of Wallasey, said that the Post Office 
seemed to be still in the Victorian era so far 
as the payment of sub-postmasters was con-

REICHSBANK -PRESIDENT'S 
‘HOPES OF SUCCESS. 


From Rectrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The German  semi-official news agency 
issues the following from its Paris Corre- 
spondent regarding the present conference ol 
reparations experts in BParis:—' it would 
appear that words uttered in private by the 
President of the Reichsbank,. Dr. Schacht, 
have been inaccurately reproduced in foreigu 
countries. On that account Dr. Schacht has 
authorised the Parisian niative of the 
Wolff Agency to make following state- 
ment on the views of Dr. Schacht as to ihe 
course of the conference :— 

‘* The Paris pourperlers in connection with 
the experts’ conference have passed off up to 
now in an absolutely friendly spirit. The 
importance of the object of the negotiations— 
that is to say, the financial settlement of 
international relations for over ten years, and 
so the definitive liquidation of the war— 
make it likely that many a difficulty will be 
encountered and that the negotiations will 
be protracted. 

“In view, however, of the good-will in 
every quarter to show the patience requisite 
for a happy issue of these difficult delibera- 
tions, the howe persists that a positive result 
will be attained.” 


MR. BALDWIN ON HIS 
FOOTBALL DAYS. 


LUSTY KICK-OFF FOR 
HIS CONSTITUENTS. 


Mr. Baldwin, Prime Minister, spent yes- 
terday among his Malvern constituents, ant 
kicked-off in the final for the Malvern Hos- 
pital Cup. in the kick-off he took a long 
drive, which sent the ball nearly half-way 
down the field. 1t was such a fine kick that 
a supporter of the winning team, Colwall, 
kept on urging his men to “ Kick like the 
Premier.”’ 

Mrs, Baldwin presented the cup and medals 
to the teams on the grand stand. '“ Good 
oid Stanley!’’; “Tell them some home 
truth, Stanley, boy!’’ shouted the crowd as 
they gathered round. 

HIS FOOTBALL DAYS. 

Speaking for Mrs. Baldwin, the Prime 
Minister said that if she could not watch a 
cricket match, she liked to see a game of 
football. “ She thinks football is one of the 
finest games in the world, and she hopes it 
will always thrive,” he said. ‘I played it 
every day of my life from ten years of age 
until I was twenty-one and I enjoyed it very 
much. Of course, all this headwork is new 
since I used to play, so you can imagine how 
old-fashioned I am.” 

There had been a good deal of spectacular 
headwork in the game. and Mr. Baldwin, re- 
ferring to this, said—‘‘ Some of the fellows 
might not have taken as much trouble in 
practice with their feet as with their heads. 
If you. want to be really good at football! 
von have to play from the time you are a 
child with a ball as if it were tied with a 
bit of string to your toe. The feet will beat 
the head every time, The same applies to 
shooting at goal. 

WEAK SPOT IN THE GAME. 

“I think the one weak spot was the 
gathering with the foot, quick and dead, The 
thing is done in a second. That was not very 
good to-day. I think there were two or 
three chances absolutely thrown away, It is 
a thing that wants an awful lot of practice. 
What I would urge on the youngsters is to 
practice with the ball all the time—shooting 
at every conceivable angle, shooting quickly, 
and gathering the ball quickly.” 

The Prime Minister smuilingly observed 
that, if he had been playing that day he 
would have lasted about one minute, ‘I do 
love the game so much that I want to see it 
layed as well aa ever it will be played. 
Footballers in Worcester are as good as they 
can be found anywhere.”’

The new cruiser, Devonshire, received

SITUATION IN CANTON.

HONG KONG, Monday. 

Since the coup d'état on Saturday Canton 
has been quiet, and the people seem to be 
vastly relieved at the prospect of escaping 
war troubles, including heavy taxation, a 
large portion of which has hitherto gone to 
maintain the Wuhan armies. It is rumoured 
that Wang Shao-Hung (one of the Kwangs: 
war lords) is returni to Canton from 
Wuchow, and that Pei Teung-Hsi is already 
secretly there, but these reports are uncon- 
firmed. 
All the Kwangsi troops have evacuated 
Canton and its vicinity, and Tang Shichang 
(another Kwangm leader, and recently de- 
puty-garrison commander) has resigned the 
directorate of public safety, and is said uo 
have arrived here (in Hong Kong). 

The Cantonese troops sent north are re- 
turning from the border, and it is understood 
that Mau Pei-nam (who had been sent by 
Chiang Kai-shek to chastise the Cantonese) 
has been instructed not to advance into 
Kwangtung. | | 

Chan Chai-tong (one of the generals most 
active in effecting the coup) has now trans- 
ferred his headquarters from a Yunboat to 
a post ashore, and he appears to have ful! 
contro! of the situation. 

There have been many executions of sus- 
pected ‘‘Reds’’ in Canton during the past 
few days. It is said that the executions 
number hundrede. Many of those killed were 
probably quite innocent. 
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IRISH UNIVERSITIES.

AMERICAN PROFESSOR*’ 
VISIT. 

Two representatives of the American 
University Union—Prefessor Noel T. Dow- 
ling, Director of the British Division of the 
Union, and Mr. R. H. Simpson, Assdciate 
Director of the Union, who is in personal 
residence at 50 Russell square, London—are 
on a visit to Irish universities and colleges 
to study the system of education here. At 
present the visitors, who are accompanied 
by their wives, are in Cork. All four can 

claim to Irish descent. 

The Union selects as visiting director each 
year a man from a different field of educa- 
tion. Professor Dowling is Professor of Con- 
stitutional Law at Columbia University. 

The Union is under the control of the 
Institute of International Education, with its 
headquarters in New York, and its object is 
to establish new and to foster old relation- 
ships between the Universities: of England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales and the Univer- 
sities of the United States. The Institute of 
International Education and the American 
Union are interested in the exchange of 
professors, researchmen and students. 

To-dav the visitors will attend the Con- 
vention of Irish Secondary Teachers at the 
University College, Cork, where they will 
meet a number of the professors and be 
shown over the institution. Later, they will 
proceed to Killarney, Limerick and Galway 
before returning to Dublin.

SERIES OF THEFT CHARGES 


ACCUSED MAN REMANDED IN

Sir,--In last Saturday’s I[rish Times 
reference is made to the sanction of a loan 
of £4,800 to make Howth more attractive. 
In the meantime one would like to know 
why the powers that be have not taken steps 
to preserve its natural attractions, which are 
unsurpassed. That this is not being done is 
plainly demonstrated by the huge, unsightly 
wall which has recently been erected, en- 
closing part of the hill near the summit. 
Apart from being an eyesore, it completely 
shuis out one of the most pleasing and exten- 
sive views on the hill: On imquiry this after- 
noon as to the purpose of the enclosure some 
folk said that it was done to prevent any- 
one from purchasing the ground for building. 
but in that case a wall a quarter the height 
would have been sufficient, without inter- 
fering with the beauty which should be free 
to all. 

Another explanation was that the wall was 
meant for a new cemetery. If such be the 
case, let us hope that those responsible may 
be the first to find a resting-place there. 
One reads of a Council for the Preservation 
of Rural England, to defend the freedom of 
hills, cliffs and wood-paths, and in no place 
is such an organisation more needed than in 
Dublin. No other city s such an 
outlet as the Hill of Howth, which combines 
every type of scenery in its small compass. 
Yet, unless those responsible use the powers 
they possess, there is every prospect of 
Howth’s becoming a second Dalkey, with its 
approaches to the sea cut off and its view.

CANNES, Monday. 

The ceremonies in honour of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the Entente Cordiale 
continued here to-day, the programme be 
ginning with the unveiling by the Duke of 
Connaught of a tablet at the monument of 
King Edward on the Croisette in commemora- 
tion of the occasion. 

In the background the huge mass of the 
British battleship Ramillies and the French 
squadron offered an imposing spectacle. 

The Duke, who had mofored over from 
Cap Ferrat to Cannes for the unveiling cere 
mony, looked tanned and well. Accom- 
panied by the Prefect of the Alpes Maritimes 
and the Earl of Derby, he walked briskly 
between the guard of honour that had been 
landed from the Ramuillies. 

His Royal Highness made a brief speech in 
French, and the Prefect read a telegram from 
M. Briand on the imporiance of the 
Entente Cordiale. 

THE PROCESSION. 

Before the unveiling ceremony a procession 
representing the United Associations of Great 
Britain and France, including the Lord 
Mayors of York, Manchester, Norwich and 
Cardiff, and many French notabilities, to- 
oer with detachments of bluejackets from 

.M.S. Ramillies and of French bluejackets 
and Chasseurs Alpins, marched to the 
memorial in honour of the French whio died 
in the war.

Then the procession moved on to the statue 
of Lord Brougham, the English discoverer of 
Cannes, where the Hon. Mrs. Brougham, re- 
presenting the descendants of the Brougham 
family, awaited them.

AIRCRAFT RULES FIXED.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

A permanent agreement on the regulations 
governing the rights of American aircraft 
flying in Canadian territory, and vice versa, 
is expected to be reached shortly by the two 
countries, it is learned from Government 
officials here. It is stated that the final re- 
quirements will follow closely the terms of 
the present reciprocal agreement. Several 
Notes have been exchangsd on the subject, 
and it is said that no wide differences have 
developed between the two parties over the 
terms. 

At present, it is pointed out, no formal 
requirements exist relative to "planes flying 
back and forth across the border. Pilots 
and aircraft manufacturers are governed by 
an agreement reached some eight years ago. 
This agreement was renewable every six 
months, but when it last expired in 
April, 1928, the United States failed to 
arrange a renewal, anticipating a permanent 
agreement. 

Civil aircraft now fly between the two 
countries with relative freedom. Canadians 
come to the United States, train as pilots, 
and receive Government licences, which are 
accredited by the Canadian Government as 
part of the reciprocal agreement. Amerie 
can made aircraft are sold in Canada with- 
out detailed inspection by Canadian officials 
upon submission of certificates of air-worthi- 
ness, which attest that Department of Come 
merce agents have approved the ’planes after 
inspection of the craft, and the factory of 
which they are the product. Similar cer- 
tificates are accepted on this side of the 
border. 

OTHER AGREEMENTS SUGGESTED 

Negotiations are being made to enter simie 
lar reciprocal agreements with other British 
possessions—negotiations which have so far 
been unsuccessful, due to the fact that 
sritain will not accept American certificates 
of air-worthiness. The British authorities, 
it is stated, contend that their inspection of 
aircraft and aircraft factories is more rigid 
than the American, because of the provision 
for a resident inspector at every factory. 
American aircraft and aircraft manufacture 
are inspected by agents of the Department 
of Commerce, who make regular visits to fac- 
tories. 

Department of Commerce officials point out 
that this method is equally as trustworthy. 
Another reason for the British refusal to ace 
cept American air-worthiness certificates .s 
presented in the fact that the United States 
has not yet ratified the International Air 
Treaty of 1919. 

The following is a sammarised draft of the 
requirements for American Civil Aircraft 
entering Canadian territory, and vice versa, 
which is expected to be formally adopted by 
the two countries :— 

The aircraft must be registered and passed

DRY DIPLOMACY?

PHILADELPHIA, Monday. 
With the question of ‘‘ Embassy liquor ” 
still in the air, foreign diplomats as yet are 
unenlightened as to their rights in enjoying 
immunity from the Prohibition Law. 
The Methodist Men’s Committee, consist 
ing of one hundred members, has adopted a 
resolution recommending that all diplomats 
to the United States be deported for import- 
ing intoxicating beverages. , 
A copy of the resolution, signed by the 
hundred members, was sent to President 
Hoover and Secretary of State Stimson.

Passengers may be carried between the 
l'nited States and Canada, but may not be 
flown between points in Canadian territory, 
except in f through passengers 
making a landing en route Before finally 
leaving Canada, the pilot must report to the 
Canadian Customs. 

Army and Navy aircraft 
obtain permission in advance through the 
Department of State for the flight into 
Canada, but are otherwise governed by the 
regulations for commercial planes.

PENALTY FOR SELLING” 
UNTAXED ALCOHOL.

WARSAW, Monday. 

A pound-a-week clerk has just been 
elevated to the ranks of the presumably 
wealthy by having the doubtful compliment 
of a six hundred thousand pounds fine im- 
posed on him. 

This verdict was rendered by the Kalisz 
District Court against Rosemberg, the clerk 
who, with his employer, Mrs. Baum, was 
operating a small vinegar factory. The 
couple were charged with illegally selling 
eight thousand gallons of untaxed alcohol, 
thus causing the State a loss of £6,000. 

Both were condemned to six months’ im- 
prisonment, and a £600,000 fine, accordin 
to Polish law prescribing a fine a Mad 
times greater than the actual loss sustained 
by the Government. 

Both oí the prisoners are poor, having 
made no money by their transaction. Since 
Rosemherg will never be able to pay his fine 
from the saving of his salary, it is probable 
that he will spend the rest of his life im 
prison.
